-No Defense 


WASHINGTON — (UP)— 
Rep. J. Parnell Thomas 
rFrought his congressional 
payroll-padding and “kick 
back” trial to 4 sudden and 
dramatic halt yesterday with 
a surprise plea of no defense. 


The move lays the 54-year- 
old New Jersey Republican 
open to the same penalties he 
would have faced had he 
pleaded guilty or had he been 
convicted. 

Thomas withdrew a previous 
plea of not guilty and threw him- 
self on the mercy of the court with 
a technica! plea of “nolo con- 
tendere”—waiving all f'ght against 
the charges. 

This opened the way for the 
court to impose a maximum pen- 
alty of $0 years in prison and 
fines totaiing $40,000 on the 
former Chairman of the House 
Committee on Un-American Kctivi- 
ties.

“The majority of these people 
died from fire which followed the 
crash,” Tryon declared, “and their 
deaths should weigh heavily on 
our conscience.” 

Aeronautical engineering “must 
be held responsible,” he added. 

Tryon urged a change to the 
British design of “impact actyated” 
fire extinguishers aboard aircraft. 
This type of extinguisher, he said, 
is automatically set off at the im- 
pact of a crash and is more effec- 
tive than the American system of 
a central extinguishing 
which has to be operated by the 
pilot. : 

He also urged the use of non- 
flammable hydraulic fluids in air- 
craft. The flammable fluids now

IT’S A GOOD PLAN ... 
We have been writing about growing Winter grasses in 
Summer legume pastures; and where there is no interfer- 


ence with the basic crop, the idea is a good one. 


That is 


to say, it is a good plan to grow a Winter grass in sericea 
or kudzu provided the Winter grass doesn’t stop the sericea 
or the kudzu from doing its job. 


Sericea’s job is to furnish 
grazing from Mey until mid-Sep- 
tember. If in adding rye grass 
to 
the sericea we interfere with the 
sericea, we lose the thing we 
started out to get: grazing on 
sericea from May until Septem- 
ber. -It is better to have one 
crop and one crop only on a 
field rather than have two inef- 
fective crops. 

Now, what should be done 
with the Winter grasses grow- 
ing by themselves and furnish- 
ing grazing from November to 
April? The obvious thing is to 
grow some kind of a legume 
there. But what? 

Most agronomists recommend 
ladino clover for this purpose, 
and the tests made with the com- 
bination prove ladino is an ex- 
cellent partner for the fescue. 
If ladino is used in the grass, 
there must be added a consider- 
able amount of potash. Ladino 
uses more potash than other 
clovers and lespedezas. 

There is another theory which 
enters here. Fescue is a Winter 
grass and somewhat dormant in 
Midsummer; why wouldn’t a 
Summer legume, such as Kobe 
lespedeza, make a good combina- 
tion? Sericea sounds like the 
ideal combination with fescue 


' 


grass, but what about production 
of fescue seed, a very valuable 
additional cash crop? Sericea 
is bounding along at a great rate 
at the very time fescue seed is 
being harvested, say in middle 
June, 


Time will reveal a more com- 
plete story on these combina- 
tions. 


The rule would seem to be 
this: Follow a legume with a 
nonlegume and a nonlegume 
with a legume. Follow a Sum- 
mer legume with a Winter non- 
legume and a Winter nonlegume 
with a Summer legume. 

Make sure tle secondary crop 
does not prevent the basic crop 
from doing its job.

New Zealand Throws Out Labor 


New Zealand, which for years has 


been perhaps the most socialized of all® 


the free nations, has voted out the Labor 
Government. The winning coalition 
promises to lift some controls and to al- 
low more competition from private in- 
dustry, particularly in the field of avia- 
tion. They also promise to lift price con- 
trols “as goods become more plentiful.” 
When these reforms are made the coun- 
try still will be socialized to a greater ex- 
tent even than its neighbor, Australia. 
Nevertheless, this action by New Zea- 
land will give heart to the opposition in 
both Australia and in Great Britain. There 


is no escaping the fact it was a Labor 
Government defeat. ' 

In analysis, it was not socialization 
per se to which the people objected, but 
to the failure of Socialist administration 
and, chiefly, to severe government con- 
trols on buying and selling. 

The repért from New Zealand warns 
us conditions are different in that couh- 
try and the vote does not necessarily in- 
dicate labor defeats in the other two 
countries. But it certainly will be of no 
aid and comfort to the other Labor Gov- 
ernments and the campaign immediately 
becomes m*re of a horse race. 


Mr. Stassen and The South 


It may have been by political design, 
but Harold Stassen struck.a note which 
will meet approvaj in the South when he 
declared education in this region ought 
to be the object of Federal aid, but the 
North ought to take care of itself. 

Of all the Republicans who aspire to be 
President, Mr. Stassen is the only one who 
so far has given any indication of going 
after the Southern vote. He properly 
traces low standards in education and in 


living in the South to the War Between 
the States—and the Reconstruction that 
followed. 

“A major, continuing national invest- 
ment should be made in building up the 
resources, facilities, industries and schools 
in the South,” he said. 

That sort of talk, contained in a speech 
he delivered at Dallas, will make a lot 
more friends for Mr. Stassen in this 
region. 


Planned Waste—Everybody Loses 


Labor union members who wonder 
why the public sometimes is hostile to 
their organizations can find at least part 
ofthe answer in what happened at the 
new Atlanta Health Center being built 
adjacent to the City Hall. 

A 65-foot elevator shaft was erected 
by nonunion workmen. Y. F.. Geeslin, 
business agent for Atlanta Local No. 387, 
International Bridge, Structural and Or- 
namental fron Workers Union, informed 
the contractor that the shaft would have 
to be torn down and rebuilt by union men. 
Failure to do so, he said, would result in 
a strike and picket lines. 

“What could we do?” the contractor

asked in dismay. “We just agreed.” 

The entire cost of the original con- 
struction, plus the cost of dismantling, 
was a total loss. Mayor Hartsfield was 
quick to point out that the taxpayers will 
not foot the bill because the builder is 
under contract and must pay it himself. 

But that isn’t the whole point. Planned 
waste of that sort leaves a bad taste in 
the public’s mouth. And multiplied thou- 
sands of times in similar incidents all over 
the country, such waste inevitably is re- 
flected in higher costs on everything and 
higher taxes for everybody. 

It is a fine example of how to lose 
friends and irritate people. 


1950 Prospects ‘Best in History’ 


WASHINGTON—tThe business outlook for 1950 is shaping up as one of the best in history, sur- 


passing in most categories even the peak levels of 1948. 


From almost every viewpoint, the year 


ahead promises to be another year of great national prosperity, with jobs plentiful, prices more or 
less stable and with plenty of everything the people want to buy. 


These are the conclusions of Government and 
private experts after making a survey of the 
economic situation as it is taking form since the 
settlement of the more important strikes that 
upset industry during the Fall. 

It is all summed up in the prospect that 
Americans in 1950 will have more money to 
spend than ever—and, judging from the past rec- 
ord, we are not a nation to sit on our dollar earn- 
ings, after laying aside a modest amount for 


savings. , 


According to an analysis just made by the 
United States News & World Report, busi- 
nessman’s publication, “individual spending 
appears headed for a record amount in 
1950.” The magazine goes on to say that 
individual incomes, in the aggregate, to be 
boosted by a 2.5 billion-dollaf refund on vet- 
erans’ insurance, “practically assures a rec- 
ord volume of spending for the first half of 
next year.” 


Based upon data supplied by the various Gov- 
ernment agencies, it notes that, altogether, “in- 
dividuals are expected to get about 216.5 billion 
dollars next year. They will pay aroynd $20 
billion in personal taxes ... saving about $14 
. . » leaving $182.5 billion for spending. That 
will be more than individuals spent in either 
1948 or 1949.” 

Total spending next year, including Govern- 
ment outlays and business investments, is ex- 
pected to reach $266.7 billion, which represents 
a considerable increase from the $260.2 billion in- 
dicated for this year and higher than the $262.4 
billion spent in the peak year of 1948. 

It is pointed out that when you balance the 
higher spending expected in 1950 against the 
slightly lower prices that have come about, the 
indicated result is that people in 1950 will be even 
better off than they were in 1948. And 1948 had 
been hailed as the peak year of our postwr 


prosperity 


average $37.7 billion next year as against $37.4 


this year and $45 billion in 1948. This should 
mean more corporate earnings available as 
dividends for stockholders, since business no 
longer needs the extra outlays that were being 
made in the years immediately after the war for 
plant expansions. 

‘Here is the way the United States News & 
World Report sums up the situation: “Added 
together, individual and Government spending 
promise to keep business activity at a high level 
through most of 1950. Industrial production is 
likely to be in an upward trend, although it 
is doubtful whether output will reach the peak 
achieved late in 1948. Employment, however, is 
likely to be provided for more than 60,000,000 
civilians, and unemployment probably will de- 
cline moderately, in spite of an increase in the 
labor force.” 


All of this may be taken to indicate that 
the people of the United States can look for- 
ward to better living conditions than ever be- 
fore in 1950, with the people better fed, better 
clothed, better housed and supplied with all 
os aay and services a prosperous nation 
needs. 


Some of the factors in the optimistic outlook 
are that money supply is immense, with indi 
viduals and corporations loaded with cash. On 
the other hand, private debt remains low in rela- 
tion to income, while credit is cheap and increas- 
ingly available. 

We are still a growing nation, both in popu- 
lation and industrially. Our population is in- 
creasing at a rate of more than 2,000,000 a year, 
which means that every year a new city of ap- 
proximately the size of Detroit is opened up to 
the markets of trade. We have gotten away-from 
a runaway price situation and most of our labor 
troubles seem§ to be behind us. The outlook

A $10 Million 
Georgia Story 


Atlanta has been selected as a site of a Pub- 

lic Health Service Laboratory costing $10,000,000. 

é It is not only one of the largest projects of the 

Public Health, Service, but it will be the most comprehensive in 

the entire world, doing research into the treatment and cure of 
communicable and tropical disease. 


Behind this important and dramatic announcement is a Georgian 
and a Georgia story which, I think, properly ought to be told. It 
concerns a man who has done a great deal for his State and who has 
encouraged and interested others in doing much for Georgia, so 
that I think it may truthfully be said that, directly and indirectly, 
he has done more for his community and State than any other 
man. A recital, or listing of those things would amaze, astonish 
and gratify the entire State. The fact is, however, he is the only 
person I Rave ever met in a considerable span of time in the news- 
paper business who genuinely did not want his name in the. papers. 
He is tae only person I ever knew who hired a public relations 
man in reverse—to see to it that he was not publicized. So I will 
respect his wishes with just one exception because it is a story 
so human ee fine it has a right to be told and needs the telling, 
and becau e is in it indirectly. © 
Malaria A good*many years ago Robert W. Woodruff, of At- 

lanta, whose ptople came from Columbus to the capi- 
tal city of the State, bought a farm in South Georgia below Albany 
in Baker County. Still owns it. It is still a farm, producing large 


‘crops of peanuts, cotton and food items in lesser amounts, providing 


work for a great mgny persons. 
On his first visit to the farm an old Negro drove his wagon 
in to see and meet the new owner. As he stood talking to him the 


old man was seized with a grievously severe chill, so heavy, indeed, . 


that he fell to the ground before he could be caught. 

As time goes, it has not been many years from that sick old 
man, who soon was cured, to the $10,000,000 building which is 
going up near the Emory University medical campus on ground 
donated by the university to the Public Health Service two years 


’ ago. 


Action Robert W. Woodruff had met malaria face to face. 
It shocked him. The man is an instinctive researcher 
himself. He got the facts. They were not pleasant. That portion 
of Georgia had been hard hit by the’ War Between the States and 
stoppage of river traffic on the Flint. The boll weevil had wrecked 
cotton in the early twenties. There were no county health de- 
partments. Malaria was prevalent and the death rate from it was 
dismayingly high. 

He first provided immediate medical care for those employed 


‘on his farm, and eyed the county problem. He interested Emory 


University Medical School. They were willing to research. They 
needed the tools... He built on his own land a small but complete 
research laboratory. .He provided for its continued staffing and 
then conveyed it and the land to the university. The services 
were for the entire county, and not in any manner or degree re- 


stricted to his own farm. 

. Within a year the research was paying Off. 
Public Health The death rate was down. It took time. The 
surface water flows had to be examined yard by yard. There were 
many surface streams. There were many other examinations, 
tedious and requiring long hours, weeks and months over test 
tubes and slides. Treatment was made available to the entire 
county. The death rate began to’'go down. The number of ‘new 
cases dropped: dramatically. | 

Within a few years the great killer, malaria, which had taken 
a severe toll of the people, was under control. It then began to 
disappear. For a long time now there has been no malaria at all 
in that region. 

One night at a dinner in New York Robert W. Woodruff found 
himself seated next to a public health officer. The Federal service 
was interested in malarial work, but it, too, had a budget and could 
not carry on all the desired research. 

Within a brief time Robert W. Woodruff had worked out a co- 
operative association with Emory, which, of course, welcomed the 
opportunity to work with the Public Health Department. 


R h Research continued in malaria, hookworm and var- 
esealc ious other semitropical and tropical diseases which 
reach into the warm climate of the Southeastern States. 3 

The Public Health Service found Georgia to be an excellent 
location for such research, since it was the logical center of the 
Southeast and close to the various medical problems involving 
public health in the entire region. 

Throughout the entire period Woodruff provided what help 
was needed, which could not otherwise be provided. The research 
was broadened, of course, to include all phases of public health 
for the region. The enlarged laboratory in Baker County was a 
busy place. It is now, in a sense, an almost historic medical center. 

Had it not been for this early interest and the personal estab- 
lishment by Woodruff of a research laboratory, the Government 
service would not have been directed to Georgia. It is an inescap- 
able conclusion that out of that small original building has come 
this announcement of the vast and comprehensive research lab- 
oratory, the greatest of its type in the world, the building alone 


for which will cost at least $10,000,000. 
Others It will attract, of course, other medical research and 
practice. It was Woodruff’s dream, in which others 
have materially assisted, to make of Emory a great medical center 
which would serve the South as Mayo’s and Johns Hopkins’ centers 
serve their respective regions. This new department, the greatest 
of its kind in the world, will cause the medical center dream to 
come much nearer to tangible form. There is no man, in my opin- 
ion, who has served his State and region as well as he. He has 
used what he has to give wisely in concentrating it largely in the 
field of health. 

This story, which began on his farm, is one I felt I could tell 
because it was not something he personally had done. Yet, in a 
very real sense, had it not been for his original research laboratory 
the greatest research laboratory of its kind in the world would not 
now have been announced for the site adjacent to Emory Univer- 
sity. And it seemed to me a story which should be told. 


JOSEPH AND STEWART ALSOP 


Johnson and the Germans 


WASHINGTON—Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson’s state. 
ment that “the United States has no intention of rearming Ger- 
many” may be true—for the present. But the fact should -be noted 
that Johnson’s statement flies flat in the face of the professional 
assessment of the Western military chiefs, including the French. 

German rearmament has been generally regarded as a wicked 
project of the American and British military men. But the fact 
is that both French General Staff Chief Georges Revers and West- 
ern Union Ground Commander De Lattre de Tassigny, who bitterly 
disagree on everything else, agree on purely military grounds that 
there must be some degree of German rearmament. 

The fact is that all the Western military chiefs are convinced 
that the defense of Western Europe is likely to prove enormously 
difficult in cage of war, without German ground troops. They are 
wholly convinced that the defense of Germany itself is totally im- 
possible without German troops. This conviction is underlined by 
the news that the Russians are now preparing to build a German 
army of their own in their zone of Germany. 


D angers This military assessment has obvious political implica- 

tions. The Germans themselves are quite as conscious 
as the Western military men that in case of war they simply can- 
not be defended from the East German army and the Red army 
itself by the Western nations. As long as the Germans know that 
they are totally exposed, there is an obvious danger, which will 
grow rather than decrease with time. This is that the Germans 
will try to make a deal, at whatever price, with their future con- 
querors. 

A Germany controlled by or allied to the Soviet Union would 
be a catastrophe which could result only in war or a surrender 
by the West.. The informed French are as aware of this as their 
British and American colleagues. Yet it is French opinion which 
makes the alternative—some degree of German rearmament—im- 
possible “at this time.” Indeed, Johnson’s statement was obviously 
designed primarily for French consumption. Here the dilemma of 
Western military plagning comes full circle. 


Facts The fact is that the question of rearming the Germans is 
only a part of the larger question of defending the West- 
ern world as a whole—including the United States. It is quite ob- 
vious that it would be suicidally dangerous to rearm the Germans 
while the other European nations are pathetically feeble and the 
United States is gutting its defense program. All the military ex- 
perts are agreed that the first priority must be given to building 
real military strength in the Unied States and among its European 
allies. ' 
But no really serious effort to do this is being made. And 
because not enough is being done to give the French military reassur- 
ance, it is necessary to make political concessions to the French. 
And these concessions are in turn dangerous. For it may in the 
end become a hard necessity to include some measure of German 
rearmament, within the larger framework of the ‘Western military 
structure, and under firm Western control. This is certainly at 
best a dark and dangerous prospect. But the plain fact is that Rus- 
sian rearmament of Eastern Germany will probably leave us in the 


‘end no dlternative to arfhing Western Germany. And it is about 


time some plain facts were faced.

The Geor- 
gia Power bus and trolley operators are the only 
ones it will affect outside of the taxi drivers, 
and the permit has been a requirement for them 
since horse-and-buggy days. There are innumer- 
able taxi companies and private cars for hire. 
There is only one Power Company, and the op- 
erators are under the strictest supervision.

Sterilization 


Editor Constitution: Last year in Fulton 
County at least 79 unfortunate children were 
born to feebleminded parents. This estimate is 
based on the fact that more than one in a hun- 
dred persons are feebleminded and that they 
have the average birthrate. (Many think it is 
above average.) f 

These children may inherit the same mentaf 
handicap and are sure to have an unsatisfactory 
upbringing. 

Fortunately a preventive measure is available 
to modern medical science. By the operation 
known as sterilization, a feebleminded man or 
woman can be protected from parenthood with- 
out sacrifice. It consists of the tying of two tiny 
tubes through which the egg or sperm cells pass. 
Nothing is removed from the body, and the 
patient can detect no change except that children 
are not produced. Fully satisfactory married 
life is not interfered with. 

When more people understand that steriliza- 
tion is not castration, that it is very different 
from the procedure of making a steer or a capon, 
it will be possible to decrease the number of 
such unhappy children. When they know the 
simplicity of the operation, more of the insane 
and the feebleminded will avail themselves of 
Georgia’s humane sterilization law, for Georgia 
is one of the 27 progressive States with a steriliza- 
tion law on its statute books.

Russia talks now of a German army in 
her zone. Privately our ry men telk.

Does anyone think 
Germans are going to fight each other? They 
will all line up one way or the other, and 
we are gambling with a nation that signed 
the Hitler-Stalin pact in 1939, and has much 
more kinship with communism than with 
democracy. At the same time we are per- 
mitting the cartelists to rebuild their war- 
making indtstry. 


The old system continues in Europe—by our 
leave. Not only are the German cartels renewing 
their ties in Europe, as pointed out here before, 
but the French and British likewise are reorgan- 
izing prewar cartels—in steel, coal, petroleum, 
chemicals, textiles, and the like, as also pre- 
viously pointed out. We lately have discovered 
that while we try to deal with governments to 
remove such restrictive trade arrangements 
European businessmen are going right ahead 
with private agreements over the heads of their 
Governments, so that they are negating one 
object of the Marshall Plan, which is to eliminate 
trade barriers.

Emanuel Celler, of Brooklyn, has an idea that the 
life insurance companies are growing too big for their corporate britches. Why, 
said he, one of these mastodons in the business of gambling with its customers on 


on how long they’ll live takes iw $3,000,000 cash every day in the year.

how could anybody every morning at 10, Sundays and holidays included, prud@pnt- 
ly invest $3, 000, 000? So Rep. Celler, an intense little man who believes that bigness in business Yhay 
lead to something worse, called in the presidents of some small-fry insurance firms to see whether 


they agreed with him. Oops! 

They all said lay off the insurance business. 
They’re doing fine. They may be little now, but 
someday they’re going to be big, too, and they 
want no Federals messing up their business. 
James A. Fulton, the white-haired President of 
the Home Life Insurance Company, of New York, 
looked the Congressman in the eye and said if 
he wanted to investigate something big, why not 
take on the Government, itself? 


Here in Washington, he said, is where 
there’s a steadily growing concentration of 
power. Rep. Celler glared back at him and 
changed the subject. And that brings us to 
William Montgomery, miy favorite insurance 
tycoon. He’s his own worst advertisement. 


Trouble with President Montgomery, of the 
Acacia Life Insurance Company, of Washington, 
D. C., is that he’s too blamed healthy. Trouble, 
of course, is the wrong word. Everybody’s de- 
lighted that he’s in pink-cheeked fettle, but if all 
citizens lived to be 80, like the boss of Acacia, 
there wouldn’t be any life insurance. Nobody’d 
need , it. 

So octogenarian Montgomery popped a small 
white pill in his mouth, took a swig of congres- 
sional ice water and announced that it was a 
pleasant thing to pass an eightieth birthday and 
still feel chipper. He founded his insurance 
company 56 years ago. He was its first, and for 
a while, its only employee. 

Today he has a billion dollars of life insur- 
ance in force and millions in first mortgages lent 
on homes across the land. He doesn’t want his

big competitors chopped down, to ‘size. They’re 
doing a good job, too. Fact is, he said, these 
whoppers in the insurance game have done so 
much advertising that they’ve softened up the 
prospects. 

But the 
truth is, he said, that it’s far easier to sell a fel- 
low a life insurance policy today than it was 
when he opened shop.

“Easier,” said Montgomery in a voice that 
boomed through the sanctum of the Judiciary 
Committee. The insurance agents jamming every 
seat gmiled appreciatively. The Congressman 
wasn’t getting any place with the grand old man 
of life*insurance. 


He called C. G. Coley, who runs the 
Durham Life Insurance Company, of Dur- 
ham, N. C., which, compared to Metropolitan 
Life, is flea-sized. Coley said leave Metro- 
politan alone, it’s not bothering him.

“WHEN the Marshall Plan 
comes to an end in 1942, the 
need for it will certainly not 
have passed,” he explained. 


Needless to say, many officials 
refuse to agree that it has pro- 
vided “only a breathing space.’ 
Yet they are quite aware that 
the need for dollar aid will not 
have passed by 1952.

What is the answer? 


“In the eyes of this wealthy 
businessman who has served 
as Assistant Secretary of Com- 
merce and Assistant Secretary 
and Under Secretary of State, 
the only answer is a political 
and economic union of the 
Western democracies, includ- 
ing the United States. Any- 
thing short of that, he said, is 
not enough. 


“Democracy will work for the 
free peoples of the world when 
their economy becomes one com- 
petitive economy instead of be- 
ing divided as it now is into as 
many separate and distinct econ- 
omies as there are nations.” 


THE FACT that this formula | 
ls one of the most revolutionary | 


—and, in the eyes of many 
statesmen, far-fetched and vis- 
ionary—does not shake Clayton’s 
conviction that the revolution 


must come about if the West 


is to be free. 


“In the modern world,” he 
elaborated, “Europe is operating 
in tiny economic compartments 
—and, while she is, she will nev- 
er be able to reach financial in- 
dependence or provide a decent 
— of living for her peo- 
pie. 


Most of the arguments in 
the past for Federal Union 
have been based on political 
considerations. Clayton bases 
his arguments on economic 
facts and needs. His argu- 
ments sound very much like 
those made by Barbara Ward, 
foreign editor of the London 
Economist, in her book, “The 
West at Bay.” But Clayton 
said he had not read Miss 
Ward’s book,.which is a plea 
for economic union for West- 
ern Europe. 


CLAYTON SAID that every 
device known to man has been 
used to prevent the free move- 
ment of goods in Europe. “When 
a European businessman builds 
a factory today, he builds a 
small one with a limited market 
in view,” he explained. “In the 
modern world, he cannot com- 
pete on any such pattern as 
that. 


“If there were a common 
currency among all the Atlan- 
tic countries, including North 
Americay if there were no 
great monopolies or cartels, 
and no trade restrictions, the 
efficiency of all industries in 
the area would be greatly en- 
hanced and the standard of 
living of all the peoples would 
be greatly increased.

Tip From Dick Tracy? 


Modern Aids 
Are Urged for 


Education 


By MARJORY SMITH 


Modern educators could and 
should take a few tips from Dick 
Tracy. ‘ 

Dr. Paul A. Wagner, 32-year-old 
President of Rollins College, ad- 
vanced that relatively new aca- 
demic theory here last night. 

“Teachers of today must stop 
deploring the influences of comic 
strips, teleyision and movies,” he 
declared, “and use the same audio- 
visual media in their classrooms. 
The attitudes we want to build 
in our young people can’t be taught 
entirely by textbooks.” 

The young educator (at the age 

of 20, he was the youngest pro- 
fessor at the University of Chi- 
cago) claims Movie Actor and 
Producer Laurence Olivier is “the 
greatest. English teacher of alj 
time.” 
“ Dr. Wagner explains: “Most stu- 
dents come out of high school hat- 
ing Shakespeare. But when they 
see Olivier’s ‘Hamlet’ they want 
to go back and read what bored 
them before.” 

Rollins’ President last night used 
a McGuffey reader and a tele- 
vision set to illustrate his lecture 
on “The Crisis in Mass Communi- 
cation,” presented here under aus- 
pices of the Emory University 
Lecture Association, Atlanta Film 
Council and Kappa Phi Kappa. 

Dr. Wagner charges that 78 per- 
cent of the teachers who grad- 
uated from training schools in the 
U. S. last June “are teaching in 
the same way teachers taught 100 
years ago.” He reported only five 
percent of American schools have 
motion picture projector sets, 
“while 10 years ago, Hitler had 
twice as many for the German 
school system.” 

“We can’t censor the poor influ- 
ences of radio, comic books and 
television,” he declared. “But we 
can use the same media for the 
mass education our future citizens 
need.”

Do the 
browning slowly, and after the 
chops are as brown as you like 
them on both sides (this applies 
whether you bread them or not), 
add 2 or 3 tablespoons of fat to 
the skillet, cover the pan tightly, 
and let the chops steam away 
quietly for 45 to 60 minutes, for 
1 inch chops; 30 to 45 minutes 
for % inch shoulder steaks.

Is it 
worth taking any risk to make a 
natural Canasta instead of a mixed 
one? 

The answer depends on circum- 
stances, of course: What is the 
danger that an opponent will go 
out, leaving you without either 
the natural or the mixed canasta? 
How impatient are you to go out? 
And there are other questions; but, 
more often than not, the answer 
to the main question is No, it 
doesn’t pay to wait. 

Suppose your side has made 
some melds, including six natural 
tens; your melds do not as yet in- 
clude a completed canasta. Your 
partner is down to six cards; you 
are down to four cards, and after 
drawing you hold: 


You could meld the deuce and 
the nines; you could add the deuce 
to the meld of tens, completing a 
mixed ‘canasta; you could merely 
discard (assuming that the five or 
jack is reasonably safe) and wait

It seems to 
me that the suggestion was 
made at that time that when 
your partner opens the bidding 
and your right-hand opponent 
overcalls with two in a minor 
suit, if you feel that your hand 
calls for some action, but you 
are not quite certain as to what 
form that action should take, 
very frequently a double on sus- 
picion will pay handsome dlivi- 
dends. 

Today I appear to contradict 
myself because my advice to 
South would have been against 
doubling the two diamond over- 
call. In point of fact, however, 
this is not a:contradiction. To- 
day’s situation is different from 
those that preceded it. If I 
could be made to believe that 
the hand would ultimately be 
played in diamonds I would be 
quick to double. 


But here is the rub. It is al- 
most inconceivable that 
hand will be permitted to play 
at diamonds. It is highly likely 
that either West or North will 
not permit the double to stand. 
If North should decide not to 
stand for the double and go on 
with the bidding South would 
be in the unhappy position of 
spreading a very inadequate 
dummy upon th e table. If 
West should rescue there is the 
danger that North may be in- 
duced to double the escape suit, 
relying on South to produce 
tricks, In this respect, however, 
South knows he will prove to be 
a disappointment. 

To put it in another way the 
two diamond bid is too good to 
be true. It just cannot last and 
since South’s hand is almose sure 
to be worthless at any other 
make his proper procedure is to 
pass and let nature take its 
course. 

In the actual hand South dou- 
bled. West naturally escaped to 
two hearts, which North dou- 
bled and who could blame him? 
South was now at a loss. He 

' knew the result might be disas- 
trous, but he was not in a posi- 
tion to return to two spades 
with only two small trumps, and 
there was not much else he 
could do but hope against hope. 
The fulfillment of the doubled 
contract by West was routine.
